TWO BROTHERS 
ARE JAILED IN 
ROTH KILLING 


Deputy Sheriff Says Tom and Rex Snyder 


Pumped Five Shots Into Man— Believes 
Slaying Result of Old Grudge — Inquest 
Planned by Prosecutor. 


NIOBRARA, Neb., Feb. 20 — (AP) — Nonnan Roth, 


about 35, was shot and ktHed mi the main street here about 
9 p. m. Monday and two brothers, Tom, 30, and Rex Snyder, 
22, were jailed soon afterwards. 


Deputy Sheriff Ralph Emmons, 


who Investigated the case, said the 
Snyders pumped five shots into 
Roth's breast from a distance of 
five or six feet with .32 caliber re- 
volvers. Roth died instantly 
' The Snyders were placed in jail 
at Center but no charges had been 
filed early today. 
The Snyders, unmarried, live with 
their father on a farfn west of here. 
Roth, who was survived by his wid- 
ow and several children, also farmed 
west of town but not immediately 
near the Snyders. 


Say Brothers Confess. 


Albert Ryan, night marshal here, 


arrived 
at 
the 
scene about 10 


minutes after the shooting. He said 
the Snyders had made no attempt 
to get away and did not hesitate to 
admit they had done the shooting. 
Ryan stayed with them until Deputy 
Sheriff Emmons arrived to take the 
men to Center, where the county 
jail is located. 


"As I got the story," Ryan said, 


"the 
Snyders were sitting in their 


r* automobile and Roth and a couple 


of other men came along. Both, as 
I get it. stopped at the car and tried 
to get in and then the shooting fol- 
lowed."Quarreled 2 Years Ago. 


The slaying, authorities later 


learned, is the climax of a grudge 
that resulted from an altercation 
between the Snyders and Roth at. 
a farm sale two years ago. Since 
then there have been many differ- 
ences and quarrels between the 
men, 
authorities found. 
Roth, at the time he was slain, 


was walking across the street with 
his hired man, Arthur Ahrens, and 
Benny Robinette.

theft charges against Eddie LaRue, 
alias Leonard E. Foley, chances of 
returning the suspected leader of 
the Lincoln National bank robbery 
here for trial appear 
excellent, 
County Attorney Max G. Towle in- 
dicated Tuesday on return from a 
Chicago trip where he conferred 
with Illinois authorities. 
Present plans of the government, 


Towle said he had learned are to 
bring LaRue from Tampa, Pla., to 
Springfield, 111., within the next few 
days. Federal authorities have in- 
dicated they will then seek to 
prosecute LaRue under the Dyer 
act, but Towle said he would then 
attempt to convince the government 
that Nebraska has a more serious 
charge against the gangster and 
should be permitted first oppor- 
tunity to prosecute him. 
Illinois to Yield. 
"I will be at Springfield when 


LaRue is brought there and will lay 
my case before the federal 
men," 
the Lancaster county attorney de- 
clared. "I expect also to make an 
appeal direct to Washington, ask- 
ing the government to let us have 
LaRue.' Towle pointed out that La- 
Rue could be sentenced for 25 years 
if convicted of bank robbery in Ne- 
braska. The maximum sentence un- 
der the federal Dyer act is a 5 year 
sentence and a $5,000 fine. 
Illinois authorities have agreed 
to give Nebraska preference 'over 
their claim to LaRue as a suspect in

Secretary Ickes reiterated today his 
warning: that unless the Sutherland 
project is started within a reason- 
able time its allotment will be re- 
scinded and again defined ten days 
as a "reasonable time." The ad- 
ministrator made plain he had not 
delivered a ten day ultimatum to 
Governor Bryan. Ickes received a 
two page telegram from Bryan Sat- 
urday. 
Ickes indicated treatment of the 
proposed Tri-County project nere 
depended partly on the outcome of 
the present deadlock on the Suth- 
erland and Columbus projects. "It 
would cost a lot of money," was 
Ickes' only comment on the Tri- 
County. 


Governor Bryan refused Tuesday 


to make public his telegram of last 
Saturday to Secretary Ickes regard- 
ing the Sutherland project. 


Governor Bryan continued Tues- 
day to withhold any announcement 
as to when he intends to act upon 
the application of the Sutherland 
power and irrigation district for 
water diversion rights. 
Meanwhile, former Governor Keith 
Neville of North Platte, a director 
of the Sutherland project, gave out 
a statement in Lincoln predicting 
that Bryan will issue the district a 
permit, but that it will be hedged 
about with conditions and restric- 
tions of a kind making it extremely 
difficult to go ahead with the un-. 
dertaking. 
Contingency Foreseen. 
Neville indicated that this situa- 
tion has already been considered by 
sponsors of the- project and that 
they will take any steps which may 
become advisable to assure con- 
struction and completion of the 
propored dams, reservoirs, 
water 
distribution 
system, 
and 
power 
plants. 
"Governor Bryan's attitude toward 
the Sutherland project as indicated 
by press reports is confusing," said 
Mr. Neville. "The governor is quoted

NEW YORK, Feb. 20—</P)—New 
York was frozen in today, held fast 
in a sheathing of ice and snow that 
paralyzed the complicated transpor- 
tation system serving 10,000,000 per- 
sons in the metropolitan area. 
An army of 35,000 men, equipped 
with shovels and picks, chipped and 
scraped to open streets. 
Subway travelers stood knee deep 
in rolling drifts of snow below the 
street level waiting for trains that 
didn't come on tune; not a wheel 
turned for hours on the Long Island 
railroad; some trains were nearly 
two hours late.

THOUSANDS POUR 
INTO BRUSSELS 
TO MOURN KING 


Queen Broken by Grief 


As She Visits Body 


Of Her Husband. 


BRUSSELS, Feb. 20—</P>—Brus- 


sels became today a mecca for the 
mourning. 
Sorrowing subjects of Albert I, 
king of the Belgians, poured by the 
thousands into the black-draped 
capital and to the palace where lay 
the body of the monarch who fel 
to his death while mountain climb- 
ing Saturday. 
Royalty from other lands came 


too, and knelt at the bier to which 
the body was borne in the fantast- 
ic light of torches last night. 
The palace will be open for the 
same purpose Wednesday. The body 
will be removed Thursday to the 
old cathedral of Saint Gudule for 
the funeral services. Burial will be 
In the royal crypt st Laeken. 
Queen Elizabeth, broken by grief 
visited alone the body of her hus- 
band and king before the it was re- 
moved from the royal chateau at 
Laeken in the gathering dusk yes- 
terday. 
The 32 year old Crown Prince 
Leopold, who will become king Leo- 
pold III Friday, walked behind the 
gun carriage which bore the body of 
his father along the three-mile 
route to the palace. 


Silent Thousands. 


After the procession had left the 
chateau 
between massed, silent 
thousands, automobiles carried the 
widowed queen and her entourage 
ahead to await the body at the pal- 
ace.Shortly before the mile-and-a- 
half-long procession left Laeken the 
house and senate met in Brussels 
for touching demonstrations of de- 
votion. 
The meeting in the house of depu- 
ties was marred, however, by the 
action of a half-dozen communists 
and Flemish separatists. 
Just before the prime minister, 


"Count De Brocoueville, rose to de- 
liver a speech (also repeated In the 
senate) formally notifying the mem- 
bers of trie tragedy, the dissenters 
walked out of the chamber. 
The communists recently called 
upon workers to refuse to recognize 
the future King Leopold HI, but 
other political factions failed to re- 
spond.

The $44,000,000 Tri-County public 


power and irrigation district in 
central Nebraska Tuesday was con- 
fronted with a protest brought by 
irrigators in the panhandle against 
the water appropriation requested 
by the big project. 
T. F. Neighbors, Scottsbluff at- 
torney, filed the protest Monday 
afternoon with the state depart- 
ment of public works on behalf of 
twenty irrigation ditches, whose 
operators banded together under 
the name ol North Platte Water 
Users Protective association. The 
ditches are located mainly in Scotts 
Bluff and Morrill counties. 
All of Tri-County's pending water 
applications are attacked in the 
filing. 


The protest alleges that the Tri- 
County development involves di- 
version of Platte waters to the Re- 
publican river watershed, to the 
detriment of Nebraska interests 
and to the benefit of Kansas. 


Allowing such diversion, the pro- 
test claims, would establish a pre- 
cedent for those states above Ne- 
braska on the North Platte river, 
which have projected water de- 
velopments involving diversion of 
waters from the river. Nebraska 
has consistently fought efforts by 
those states to divert Platte river 
waters, the protest declares. 
Questions of public policy of 


great concern to the state are 
raised by the Tri-County filings, 
the protesting Irrigators assert.

shores and the farther shores o 
Mexico. 
It is an Interesting drive of ISO 
miles along tne Tamlami trail run 
ning 40 miles in a straight line wes 
from Miami, then north along th 
edge of the gulf to this quiet, beau 
tiful spot, wnere Thomas A. Edison 
lived through many winters before 
his death, with Henry Ford's'small 
frame cottage next door. Mrs. Edi 
son is here for the rest fo the win 
ter. 


Mr. Ford is in his garage, in a 
little machine shop, working at a 
small electric-driven lathe, with in 
numerable attachments, on som 
new idea for a Diesel engine. 
"The Diesel has got to come, 
says Mr. Ford. "I do not know o 
care in Just what shape, but it 
our business to find out." 
Mr. Ford, who is glad that the 
government is interesting itsell in 
Diesel engines, urges parents K 
have their children learn to use 
their hands, work with tools anc 
machinery, learn to play a musical 
instrument, instead of merely using 
machines and listening to musn 
made by others. 


Henry Ford has 
dismissed 
tne 
depression from his mind. "It is 
ended," said he, "not for this or 
that one of 100 reasons, but because 
the people have got tired of it 
When they get really tired of i 
thing, they go to work and end it. 
If every man will do the thing 
that he knows how to do, as well as 
he possibly can do it, there will be 
no more trouble, in Mr. Ford's opin- 
ion. 
He believes that Presiden 
Roosevelt has made no mistake thus 
far, and says, "The American dol- 
lars will always be a good dollar 
and a real dollar, not a 60-cent dol. 
lar, either. You can no more com- 
pare our money with otner money 
than you can compare our country 
with other countries. 
"The value of money depends on 
what it will buy, the dollar will al- 
ways buy anything." 


You come on the Tamlami trail 
a perfect road across the soft lands 
of Florida's Everglades from 
the 
Atlantic to the gulf. Building roads 
to Florida is a simple process. Just 
below the tropical soil, the steam 


j shovels find white coral rock un 
limited m deptn, soft enough to 
scoop up, in the air. Tne shovels 
dig a canal, which fills with water 
helps drainage and the pure white 
coral rock spread out along thi 
roadway, mixed with oil, and rolled 
produces a smooth highway tha 
grows harder as time passes. You 
make good time on that smooth 
coral road, with its pertect grip on 
the tires. 


The birds Wat in millions inhabit 
the Everglades are grateful to white 
men for digging that canal as loni 
as Florida is wide. They might 
thank the white men, also for es 
tablishing a bird 
sanctuary 
in 
which no bird may be killed, reach- 
ing 100 miles north and 100 miles 
south on either side of the canal 
but they do not know about tne 
sanctuary, or why it is that even 
little Seminole Indian boys, fishing 
beside them at the canal's edge 
never hurt them. 


You see many thousands of birds 
scores of different kinds, tiny white 
cranes, enormous blue cranes, sit- 
ting "with eterna' lids apart," wait- 
ing for the sign of a small fish or 
frog, or meditating, on one leg. eyes 
closed, when they have eaten as 
many frogs and fish as they can 
hold. Here and there you pass an 
Indian house at the roadside, but 
that is always a "tourist Indian 
house," purely commercial. 
The 
real Indian hubs, temporary things 
built in a day. abandoned perhaps 
next day, are as far from the white 
man's road as the Indians can put 
them. 


The Seminole families form small 
groups on the "hummocks." high 
spots covered with trees that rise 
above tne flat glades. White men 
do not bother them there, not liking 
the "rattlers and mocassins" to be 
met on the way. In the big flood 
from Lake Okeechobee, not 
long 
ago, snakes are said to nave Invad- 
ed the hummocks in thousands, 
driving away the fleeing whites and 
blacks that had taken refugee on 
them. 


The snakes do not disturb the 
Semlnoles for they know wnec high 
water and pestiferous white men are 
coming, and move on in time to 
the highest hummocks. 
Also tney 
understand- snakes, and eat the good 
ones, including 
rattlers, so toe 
snakes are afraid of them. 
Indians keep away from whites 
for various good reasons, including 
one "with only Indians around, we 
can leave our property out any- 
where. With one white man around, 
everything is stolen."

Tells Credit Men Administration 


Farm Policy Aims Toward U; S. 


Ownership of Land. 
"If the present program of the 
administi'ation may be regarded as 
its permanent program, then we 
are working towards the eventual 
complete socialization of agricul- 
ture," Samuel R. McKelvie told fifty 
members of the Lincoln Association 
of Credit Men. meeting in the Lin- 
coln hotel Monday night. B. G. 
Clark, president, presided. 
"When President Roosevelt said 
liberal government was too often 
wrecked by loose fiscal policies, I 
applauded him," Mr. McKelvie said, 
"but when he, himself, reported a 
deficit of over 7 billion dollars for 
his first year in .office, I cannot 
help but wonder concerning his 
sincerity." 
May Cause Socialization. 


"You may attempt to justify the 
president's actions by saying that 
these expensive. measures are in a 
time of emergency," Mr. McKelvie 
said, "but eventually we will have 
to pay for these measures in taxes. 
-Without realizing it, we may pro- 
ceed upon a happy-go-lucky policy 
of public expenditures -which will 
ultimately tax land to its complete 
value and then the government will 
own all the land, which is socialism. 
That. I believe, is the only way that 
socialism will come to this country." 
Of the CWA work. Mr. McKelvie 
said that "the principle of putting 
men to work instead of having them 
live on charity was fine, but that 
to pay them a higher wage than 
they would possibly ask, makes it 
difficult for any private business to 
absorb them back into normal-trade 
channels again."

Six characteristics of 
George 
Washington were singled out as 
reasons for his greatness in a talk 
on "Washington and His Century," 
by Chancellor K. Guy Cutshall be- 
fore the Rotary club at the Lincoln 
hotel Tuesday noon. 
"These characteristics," Chancel- 
lor Cutshall said, "are his precision, 
his courage, his farsightedness, his 
devotion, his symmetry of under- 
standing, and his neutrality. He was 
a success in every field of endeavor 
he undertook.

Chancellor Cutshall traced the 
history of the world briefly down to 
the 18th century from tbe 13th cen- 
tury.

MAY FILE BRIEF 


Delinquent Tax Law To 


Cause Large Loss 


In Lincoln. 


Although the Lincoln school dis- 
trict will not intervene in the suit 
brought by Douglas County Attor- 
ney Beal to test the law providing 
that delinquent taxes shall go into 
a bond sinking fund, it may file a 
brief as friend of the court, it was 
decided at a meeting of the board of 
education Tuesday morning. 
If such a petition is filed the dis- 
trict will point out ambiguous por- 
tions of the bill and endeavor to 
show what enforcement of the law 
would do to the governmental units 
affected by it. 
Secretary J. G. Ludlam searched 
through the tax records for the 
past five years and presented fig- 
ures to the 
board showing the 
amounts which would have been 
lost to the operating fund of the 
board had the law been in effect at 
that time. The figures he found 
were as follows:

316,500

290,000 
The bond sinking fund set up in 
the budget runs about $200,000 each 
year, but for the current year is 
$225,000. It was suggested that no 
levy be made for a bond sinking 
fund and allow the delinquent tax 
money to pay off on the bonds. 
In relation to this plan, however, 
it was pointed out that cities of be- 
tween 40,000 and 100,000 population 
must" levy for a bond sinking fund. 
It was also noted that the delin- 
quent tax receipts would be so in- 
flexible as to render this course 
highly fallible. 


A plan was suggested, also, that 
money might be borrowed from vari- 
ous items within these borrowings 
be called "indebtedness for the cur- 
rent year." It was not generally 
believed that this plan was feasible. 
The delinquent tax money Is 
about 20 per cent of the actual 
operating budget of the school, Sec- 
retary Ludlam pointed out. Attor-

District Engineers Tell 


County Directors Of 


New Orders. 


County CWA directors and chair- 


men from all over Nebraska were 
in Lincoln to confer Tuesday with 
the eight district engineers of that 
organization, who were called in by 
State Director M. B Jones to ar- 
range schedules of remaining pro- 
jects which can be carried out be- 
tween now and May 1 with the pro- 
gressively diminishing forces of em- 
ployes allowed under new orders 
from Washington. 
The district engineers held forth 
in rooms scattered through the cap- 
itol, and received delegations from 
the 
different counties in 
turn. 
Shortly before noon, the state civil 
works board, comprising State Tax 
Commissioner Smith, Federal Agent 
Haynes, and State Engineer Coch- 
ran, was called together at Smith's 
office and listened to groups of 
county representaitves relative to 
the projects which had been agreed 
upon between themselves and the 
district engineers. 
This program 
was to continue throughout the day, 
and perhaps on Wednesday. 


Too Many Projects. 


In a great many cases the coun- 
ties had more undertakings listed 
than could be handled under the 
reduced job quotas Some of 
the 
projects had to be eliminated or 
trimmed down. It was put up to the 
county spokesmen to choose which 
ones should be dropped or cur- 
tailed; but in doing this thye were 
asked to make up the revised lists 
so as to insure a fair distribution 
of employment benefits among the 
various communities 
Where local disagreements arise 
over the allocation of jobs, the state 
board will conduct hearings to de- 
termine the proper basis of allot- 
ment. 


40-Cent Minimum Wage. 


The state board has fixed 40 
cents an hour as the minimum wage 
to be paid for common labor on 
civil works projects after the cur- 
rent week, instead of 50 cents as 
heretofore. 
Sixty cents an hour, or prevailing 
union scales in comunities where 
they are ordinarily paid, will be the 
basic rate for skilled employes and 
will be graduated upward according 
to the qualifications of the em- 
ployes. Hitherto. $120 an hour has 
been paid to skilled men except on 
highways, where 60 cents was the 
starting figure. 
A previous announcement that 
team hire in all counties must here- 
after be paid out of funds provided 
for materials, -and not from wasre 
allotments, has been rescinded. In 
its place, a regulation is being is- 
sued that no more than 20 oer cent 
of county job quotas may be filled 
by team and truck drivers 
The $500,000 quota given Ne- 
braska for materials on CWA pro- 
jects, just announced from Wash- 
ington, is to cover the whole* period 
from February 18 to May 1.

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UNYIELDING OPPOSITION. 
F 


SUPPORT of the appeal to permit the legisla- 
tion which established the 'program of insurance 


of deposits in banks to continue as a "temporary ex- 
periment for two years more," the New York Cham- 
ber of Commerce reviews the 
experience of two 


southern, five western and one Pacific coast states 
with the guarantee idea. In all of these states, the 
committee representing the 
chamber claims, time 


demonstrated the complete failure of the guarantee 
principle. 


The report refers to Oklahoma, with a guarantee 


law enacted In 1907 and repealed in 1823, after an 
accumulated deficit of between 7 and 8 million dol- 
lars; to Kansas, which passed its law in 1909 and 
repealed it in 1929, with a deficit of $7,115,000; to 
Texas, which enacted the guarantee law in 1909 and 
repealed it in 1927, with a deficit of 16 millions; to 
Nebraska, which went into the guarantee plan in '11 
and retired it in 1930, with a deficit of 22 millions; 
to Mississippi, which had a deficit of 5 millions after 
.sixteen years; to South Dakota with a deficit of 36 
millions after twelve years; to North Dakota with a 
deficit of 14 millions after 
twelve years; and to 


•Washington with a deficit of 9 millions in twelve 
years. 


• The evidence appears overwhelming, but it does 
'not disclose the facts. If Nebraska may be taken as 
a fair criterion of all of these states, the weakness 
of the guarantee plan, it will be admitted generally, 
' resulted in a large measure from the inability of 
state banking authorities to curb licensing of banks. 
In this state during much of the life of the guaran- 
tee law, it was impossible to reject applications for 
bank charters when they were made properly. Such 
questions as necessity and the competency and fit- 
ness of the applicant did not enter in. So long as 
a man and his associates had the required capital, 
so long as the application complied with the gen- 
eral regulations, the banking department was with- 
' out discretion or authority in the matter. A com- 
munity might be oversupplled with banks and It 
made no difference. That situation played a very 
large part in developing practices which were un- 
sound in banking and which in the end placed an 
added burden upon the guarantee fund. 


Nothing of that weakness exists in the Olass- 


Steagall law which set up the Insurance of bank de- 
posits. In the national field, the comptroller always 
has had the authority to reject applications for 
charters when he thought ample banking facilities 
existed. He has had the discretion to refuse permits 
when he thought the applicant was not qualified. 
And as a result of earlier experience, the banking 
laws of most states have been rewritten, in order to 
confer this same power upon state banking officials. 


Since the guarantee idea, and its successor, the 


insurance plan, for 
protecting depositors were 


brought forward. New York banking interests have 
been antagonistic to them. They fought the old 
guarantee laws bitterly and they are as hostile to 
the insurance of deposits. 


It would be far better if they would devote their 


energies to other channels. The insurance of de- 
posits came as a result of loses sustained through 
bank failures. Much of the trouble is attributable to 
the methods and practices in vogue in the great fi- 
nancial institutions of New York City during the 
boom days. They and then- affiliates largely were 
responsible for 'the flotation and sale of many hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars of worthless stocks. A 
number of them ceased to be banks during those 
feverish years and became investment concerns. They 
sold not only directly to .he public, but they abused 
the faith and confidence of hundreds of small coun- 
try bankers scattered throughout the United States. 


All of that is past history now— the banking situa- 


was taken in hand vigorously by President Roose- 
velt upon assuming office— and it has "been given a 
thorough house cleaning. As a part of the treat- 
ment applied, the Glass-Steagall bill was enacted by 
congress and signed by the president. It is law now. 
Its temporary provisions become permanent 
next 


July. The plea to continue the insurance program as 
a temporary measure should go unheeded. 


WHAT niCE FEAft. 
SIR PHILIP GIBBS, the British journalist, who 


during the World war was one of the three 


writers selected to interpret war news for the allied 
peoples, speaks bluntly and plainly of the dangers 
involved in the French attitude toward Austria. 


"France will be more foolish than the mind can 


grasp, if her government follows such words as those 
sent out to the world by Berenger." (Berenger is 
president of the foreign affairs committee of the 
•Trench senates "The people of France will be mad 
Indeed If they risk war by Interfering with the ques- 
tion of Austrian independence. That is for Austria 
lo decide. It would be a crime of wickedness and 
folly beyond all words if Europe were to be involved 
in a new war because France, in a panic of fear, de- 
cide? to force Independence upon a nation which 
was thrust into ruin aad agony after being cut to 
grteces by the will and plan of French statesmen at 
Wersai 


control of infection. «nd to the successful conquest 
of many disease* of childhood. 


What Dr. Cutter had In mind, however, was to In- 


dicate that science had gone about as far as it 
could in lengthening life. 
After sixty or seventy, 


there is not much it can do that Has not been done 
already. Certain diseases largely are responsible for 
death after a man or woman has attained the age 
of fifty or sixty. They may be classified as cancer, 
and kidney and heart ailments. In all three fields, 
the medical profession finds itself as much mybti- 
fled as it has been always. And in the case of heart 
trouble, particularly, there has been a rapid increase. 


One health authority recently put it in this way: 
"We seem to be preserving the lives of people in 


earlier years, only to allow them to be killed off, in 
larger numbers naturally, when they reach middle 
and older age." 


Changing habits, however, offer little hope. The 


increase in heart ailments generally is credited to 
the lack of rest. The custom of late hours developed 
in the cities and spread out over the country, so that 
the amount of sleep the average individual gets is 
far less than other generations thought necessary. 


IN THE CCC CAMPS. 
I 


N THE seventh army corps area, which includes 


Nebraska and seven other states, there are 163 


CCC camps, and in them 21,456 young men are go- 
ing to school, according to the educational adviser 
for the area. These men are enrolled in 743 classes, 
studying almost everything from forestry to higher 
mathematics, English and history. Included in the 
curriculum also are fire prevention, road building, 
surveying, geology, banking and cooking. 


Of all the projects undertaken by the administra- 


tion, the CCC will come very near ranking first, for 
it is certainly building for the future. It has taken 
thousands of young men, many of them doubtless 
discouraged and on the verge of doing reckless acts, 
from the ranks of the idle, put them at useful work 
and out of the field of temptation. 


In addition to this it is teaching them the value 


of discipline and will send untold numbers of them 
home with new found self respect and in position to 
take up some useful occupation they had not been 
previously fitted "to handle. There is not the slight- 
est doubt that many young men now leading lives of 
crime would under more favorable conditions have 
led proper and useful ones. But they became dis- 
couraged at their inability to. obtain employment and 
thus support themselves honestly, and 
turned to 


what seemed to them the easier life. 


Perhaps most of them realized what the end must 


inevitably be. but they had reached that stage where 
desperation led to desperate things. The CCC has 
rescued thousands of these young men and is pre- 
paring them to take useful parts in the development 
which is to take place during an indefinite period. 
Forestry is said to attract most of the students, and 
without doubt many of them will enter the federal 
forestry department when their terms in the CCC 
are terminated. 


Others will find employment in other lines, but all 


of them trill have profited much from their experi- 
ences in i,he camps and they will be better able to 
tackle and overcome the difficulties certain to be 
encountered by the person who is compelled to make 
his own way in life. 


THE POISON SPOTS. 


T^TATURALLY, Kansas City, St. Paul, and Minne- 
1 w apolis do not relish the criticism heaped on 
them by Senator Copeland as "the poison spots of 
American crime." So long as national attention to 
conditions existing in these communities was not 
focused upon them, they did not seem to mind. The 
inconvenience of robberies and other crimes did not 
worry them. But now that an accusing finger has 
been pointed at them, and the charge made that 
they need a thorough 'cleanup, their officials take 
offense and become Indignant. 


And yet the fact remains that all three have had a 


dirty crime page. 


It was in Kansas City that four law enforcement 


officers, including two representatives of the depart- 
ment of justice, were slaughtered in cold blood. Like- 
wise, it has been known that criminal gangs have 
made it a point to hang out In St. Paul and Minne- 
apolis; A rigid cleanup of those cities would go a 
long way toward improving crime conditions. 
The 


facility with which the federal government has at- 
tacked and broken up criminal gangs suggests that 
action by it in all three cases would prove most 
helpful.

npHINGS are not always exactly what they seem. 
M Some of the ideas and, proposals being put for- 
ward by persons pretending to be friends of the 
Roosevelt administration may be found, upon analy- 
sis, to be inspired by self-interest, .That would ap- 
pear to be the case with at least one suggestion be- 
ing advanced for stock market regulation, as a sub- 
stitute for the provision in the pending Fletcher bill 
to require 60 per cent margin on trading accounts 
with brokers. 


A Washington news agency reports that "a group 


of brokers of good repute" is urging the Fletcher 
committee to insert a clause in the bill which would 
prohibit a trader who may have bought a certain 
stock at, say, $50 a share, and holding it until It 
reached $100, from using any part of tbe enhanced 
value as a margin basis for the purchase of other 
stocks. Before he could buy any more securities, he 
would have to put additional cash into his account. 


It looks fine, on the surface, but a little closer 


scrutiny reveals something very much like a cloven 
hoof. 


The trader could, if he wished, convert his $80 per 


share profit into cash at any time by aelling the 
stock at its appreciated value. Then he would be 
ready to use that money for some more plunging. He 
could later buy back the same stock if it happened 
to drop a few points, and have his original invest- 
ment at its appreciated value, on which he could 
then "pyramid" other purchases. Or, he could buy 
different shares and employ them for the same pur- 
pose. By this simple process, he could get around 
the intended legal prohibition. 


Meanwhile, the broker would have collected com- 


missions on two transactions that would have been 
forced upon the customer as a means of -beating the 
law.- Right there, apparently, is the meat in the co- 
coenut. The "brokers of good repute." under tbe 
guise of offering a constructive suggestion, are real- 
ly endeavoring to feather their own nests. The regu- 
lation they are sponsoring would not diminish mar- 


- gin trading in the slightest degree, but it would 
double their own receipts. 


From which the conclusion may be drawn that the 


president his advisers, and congressional leaders 
should be wary of advice tendered them from own- 
ers of axes neeamg to be ground. 


Another thing they need to watch out for to th« 


possibility that persons la official life at Washington 
may be using their inside knowledge of impending 
steps br the government or contemplated leglsWUon 
by congress to "play the market" In advance of these 
developments.

informed persons at Washington who knew of the

the short sellers are reputed to have quietly bought 
them back for about two-thirds of what they had 
«»Jd for. and made the deliveries on that basis to 
square their account*, with a resultant profit of 
many thousands of dollar*.

Much depends on a nation's 
character and just as much on the 
particular circumstances which may 
arise. If the Philippines beame in- 
dependent and Japan got into an 
extremely awkward quarrel with the 
islands which threatened to develop 
into war, would the moral and eco- 
nomic strength of the United States 
be more effective than great arma- 
ments? That actualizes the situa- 
tion as I see it. 
Assemble the factors. First, what 


is the dispute about, and what opin- 


ion does the rest of the world hold 
as to its rights and wrongs? Is the 
Philippine republic a member of the 
league of nations? If so, what is the 
league doing to solve the problem? 
What evidences of the war spirit are 
displayed by the two disputants? 
Are the Filipinos looking to the 
United States for protection? If so 
what is the mind of America on the 
matter? 


Answers to these questions may 


help you to decide the issue tem- 
porarily. But I am inclined to think 
that international opinion would be 
strongly expressed by a big power, 
and that if the government of the 
islands had made no tactical error 
in statecraft, a settlement would 
and could be made on 
peaceful 
lines. 


Do not forget there is an invisible 
parliament of the world which is 
always in session. I do not mean the 
league. I mean the accumulated 
thought of all nations as seen in 
the epressed beliefs of their leaders 
the expressed belie e of their lead- 
ers. More a.nd more the'tendency is 
to govern by moral ideas rather 
than military might. An outstand- 
ing exhibition of this tendency oc- 
curred in the universal and unani- 
mous 
condemnation . of 
Japan's 


policy at Shanghai. There had been 
nothing like it since modern civiliz- 
ation began and it created a prece- 
dent which will not fade away. 
Moral strength is our chief asset, 
material resources come next and, all 
things considered, armaments oc- 
cupy the third place. "Thrice armed 
is he who hath his quarrel Just." 
In the long last the bullies are de- 
throned, 
United Italy, 
restored 


Greece and renewed Poland being 
confirmatory witnesses.

Justice such as Sir 
Norman Angell, Lord Robert Cecil, 
Herr Stresemarm, M. Briand, Pres- 
ident Wilson, Dr. Nicholas Murray 
Butler and Mrs. Carrie Chapman 
Catt of cawardice or subserviency. 
They have too often faced hostile 
audiences and forced plain truths 
on unwilling ears to be accused of 
having.even the shadow of a shade 
of a yellow streak. 
When John Bright, a Quaker 
business man, stood up in the house 
of commons and impeached a guilty 
and bloodstained administration for 
having committed the crime of the 
war with Russia, the so-called 
statesmen responsible for it shrank 
in his presence. At that moment he 
was the bravest soul in Britain and 
Europe's greatest moral force.

When there are two or more 


alternative 
lines of 
play, 
the 


good bridge player, as a general 
rule, adopts that alternative which 
permits a quick change in 
the 
attacking 
methods 
provided he 
finds that the method of play 
first decided upon will not pro- 
duce satisfactory results. In other 
words. If the choice is between 
establishing a low card in one suit 
or staking the success of the 
contract upon an immediate 
fi- 
nesse hi another suit, prudence 
and good Judgment both dictate 
that the attempt to establish the 
long-suit trick should first be made 
It thereby the necessity of the 
finesse is avoided. 
Mathematically, a finesse against 
an honor, the location of which 
is not known has exactly 
an 
even chance of winning. Thus if 
there is any safer method of play, 
a plan that will give an added 
degree of safety should be adopted.

Hodge Tells of Difficul- 


ties of Re-employ- 


ment Group. 


Instructions on the program to 
be followed In tapering off tne CWA 
program and the absorption 
of 
workers by river work, highway 
and PWA projects and private In- 
dustry were Riven to more than 109 
county re-employment directors and 
their staffs by the state national 
re-employment 
director, 
George 


Hodge, at the regional meeting held 
Tuesday at the Llndell hotel. 
"Retrenchment on the CWA pro- 
gram calls for a tapering off of ten 
per cent of the workers each week 
so that by May 1 they will be ad- 
sorbed by federal aid projects and 
private industry," Mr. Hodge said. 
"Potential jobs that will be avail- 
able on the federal aid projects 
will be, approximately. 25.000. PaU 
of our job is to bring applicants 
and employers together," he said in 
stressing the value of the national 
re-employment service to employ- 
ers. "We have all types of workers 
registered—executives, white collar 
workers and skilled mechanics." 
In outlining the work already 
done, Mr. Hodge pointed out that 
CWA placements had been made on 
the besis of nsed. but with the river, 
highway and PWA projects opening 
up in the soring the NRS will ha\e 
to take into" consideration the needy 
but also the contractors who aie 
entitled to and must be supplied 
with workers who are qualified for 
the jobs offered. 
"We have 124,000 registered ap- 
plicants,." Hodge stated. "I con- 
sider 66,000 as actual unemployed, 
the remainder being those wro 
would be seasonably unemployed in 
normal times but who would gel 
jobs later on. The state CWA quota 
is 33,000 but all winter while this 
number have been working an equal 
number of needy have been stand- 
ing around watching the other; 
work. With a possibility of 25,000 
being absorbed by the spring work, 
41,000 needy must be absorbed by 
private industry and there isn't 
enough industrial activity to do this 
We have cleaned up all unemploy- 
ables registered as of Nov. 16 but so 
manv have registered since then 
that there are at present more on 
the rolls than ever," he said, in 
pointing out some of the difficul- 
ties facing the NRS. 
Regional meetings will be held 


over the state. One is scheduled for 
Norfolk, Wednesday and next week 
on Monday, Tuesday and Wednes- 
day, respectively, meetings will be 
held at Kearney, North Platte and 
Alliance, Mr. Hodge said. The 
group here also met for luncheon 
at the Lindell.

On Prohib Ticket 


Richard A, Haw ley. well known 


resident of Lincoln in the late '80s, 
and twice the nominee of the pro- 
hibition party for governor of Ne- 
braska, died February 2 in the Vet- 
erans hospital at Santa Monica. 
Cal, according to word just received 
in Lincoln. Mr. Hawley was buried 
at Gait, Cal, not far from Stockton, 
at whicn latter place he had made 
his home since he removed from 
Lincoln about twenty years ago. He 
was a few days short of 97 years of 
age. and had been spending the 
winter at Santa Monica, at the 
home of his daughter, Mrs. Rhoda 
H. Glark 


To Nebraska la 1867. 


Mr Hawley came from Wisconsin 


to Nebraska in 1867, and livfd for 
years in southeastern Nebraska, in 
1884 ho was mayor of Tecumseh, re- 
moving thence to Lincoln He was 
an ardent advocate of prohibition, 
being a member of the prohibition 
party, which twice nominated him 
for governor of Nebraska, and once 
for congiess in the First Nebraska 
district. He was a Melons member 
of the Christian chuich During his 
residence in Lincoln he was a mem- 
ber of the First Christian church, 
an4 was for years an elder m that 
church. Mr1 Hawley ran the Palmer 
House many years ago in Lincoln, 
located at the northwest comer of 
Ninth and Q streets. During several 
yesfrs of his residence in Lincoln, 
the Hawley home was at Twenty- 
thtfd and O streets. 


He was born in Kent, England 
in 1837, and-came with his parents 
to the United States when he was 
12 years of age, first living in Ro- 
chester, later 
moving to Wiscon- 


sin, where he studied and practiced 
dentistry He enlisted in the 33rd 
Wisconsin infantry near the close 
of the Civil war, being a sergeant. 
He had been a member of the Ma- 
sonic order since 1867, and was also 
an honorary member of the 
Red 


Men and the United Spanish War 
Veterans He was past commander 
of the G .A R. post at Stockton, 
and numerous patriotic bodies par- 
ticipated in the funeral services at 
the First Christian churcn there.

Charitable 
contributions and 


gifts made by an individual are 
deductible within limitations by 
the revenue act. The organization 
to which the gift is made must 
meet several tests. The corpora- 
tion, trust, community chest, fund, 
or foundation must be operated 
exclusively for religious, 
chari- 


table, scientific, literary, or educa- 
tional purposes, or for the preven- 
tion of cruelty to children or ani- 
mals. No part of the organiza- 
tion's income may inure to the 
benefit of any private stockholder 
or individual. 
Contributions made to a mis- 


sionary fund, 
church 
building 


fund, and for the benefit of other 
activities of the church are de- 
ductible. Pew rents, assessments, 
and dues paid to churches are re- 
garded as contributions. Gifts to a 
corporation or association organ- 
ized or devoted to the advance- 
ment of learning are deductible. 


Gifts to an individual are not 


deductible, but if made to a chari- 
table organization, as defined try 
the revenue act, may be deducted 
even tho the organization dis- 
tributes funds among the indi- 
vidual beneficiaries 


Contributions m a d e to the 


United States, the District of Col- 
umbia, any state or territory or 
political subdivision thereof, such 
as a city or town, for exclusively 
public purposes, are 
deductible; 


for example, a gift of real estate 
to a city to be used perpetually 
as a public park is deductible. 
Also contributions to the special 
fund for vocational rehabilitation, 
to posts or organizations of war 
veterans and their auxiliaries in 
the United States, and to lodges, 
for 
religious, scientific, 
educa- 


tional, literary, or charitable pur- 
poses. 
In general, the deduction is lim- 
ited to 15 percent of the net in- 
come, exclusive of the contribu- 
tions.

than of the supposedly offending 
mate. Call the roll onyo^own 
Qualities, good and bad. Look them 
squarely in the face. You are no 
longer a child. You are old enough 
to have some knowledge of self. 
Say to yourself, "I have no power 
to directly bring about a regenera- 
tion in my husband (or wife), but I 
can discipline and control myself. 
There may be qualities in me which 
bring out the worst in him (or her). 
Can't I, perhaps, develop qualities 
•which will serve to bring out his (or 


Then go to work, from this con- 
structive rather than destructive 
basis. Perhaps it is pettiness in 
money affairs that drives you, the 
•wife to distraction. You fly into 
hysteria because the husband checks 
up on your slightest expenditures, 
as if you were a baby. 
Well, that is bad, to be sure. 
But. if you don't give way to hys- 
teria or even to irritation; if you 
are able to observe his penny-pinch- 
ing lightly, keep your head and 
calmly exact justice, what will hap- 
Ben? You won't be hurt, that is 
certain, if you don't let this hurt 
you. Moreover, if you control your- 
self you can doubtless devise a 
method of proving to your husband 
that you both will fare better, and 
the pocketbook too will reach far- 
ther, if he gives you unquestioned 
responsibility with certain money 
and a definite share of the family 
expenses.
